FOOD ADMINISTRATOR 


EXPLAINS RULINGS 


Bulletins are being 'receives daily 
by the local food administrator from 
the state food administration urging: 
the u°e and production 
of 
Victory 
Bread and 
Victory Flour. 
Victory 
Bread and Victory Flour use is urg- 
ed by Mr. Hoover. By the use of Vic- 
tory Mixed Hour the storekeeper would 
get away from the sale of substitutes 
and the substitutes would be. more 
generally used in the making ot bread 
than they are under the present meth- 
ods of selling pure wheat flour and 
substitutes separately. 
Farmers who have planted mixes 
grains for the purpose of having the 
same ground into feed for stock, may 
have the same ground and will no1 
be compelled to separate the wheat 
from other grains. It is not the In- 
tention of the Food Administration to 
discourag-e: the 
planting 
of mixed 
grain for feeding purposes and farm- 
ers will be permitted to plant and 
have such mixed grains to feed. 
Another1 important 
matter 
wnlcfl 
lias been misunderstood is the amount 
of substitute flour -which must be Bold 
•with the regular wheat flour. The rul- 
ing of the food administration is uia,t 
at the present time one pound of sub- 
stitutes must be sold with each four 
pounds or flour. Many cases have 
come to the attention of the food ad- 
ministration that dealers have been 
selling five pounds of Hour with one 
of substitutes. 
This Is wrong, and If 
you have misunderstood the rule, you 
should get riffht at once. 
The above 
I'ule does not take into consideration 
the rye flour rule, which is that two 
pounds of rye flour must be sold or 
ground for each 
three 
pounds -of 
tvheat wheat flour. People are urged 
to set themselves right so that any vi- 
olation of the substitute rule will not 
occur.
